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Ich. There is no danger of absolute free 
trade for many aday. Until the burden 
of debt is greatly reduced, some form of 
tani? must be maintained. But as free 
wade means freedom trom taxation, that 
~ the millennium which every right- 
minded man will hope to see realizea one 
of these days. As tor those engaged in 
protected industries, thew numbers are 
comperatively very few, and it ts too much 
to ask an overtaxed people that thay should 
find and keep them in employment. If 
the monopolists and their employes can- 
pot support th ives, it would be cheaper 
to maintain them in alms-houses than in 
the expenarve manner it is now done. We 
should then know exactly what it was 
costing us. Now we do not. We only 
know that even the protected laborer is 
no better off than the non- protected one, 
while his capitalist employer, in many 
cases, has accumulated enormous wealth. 
Again we say that this country suffers not 
from an sbundance, but trom a scarcity, 
of capital and labor, hence the appreken- 
sion of either being at a loss to fod remu- 
neratiye employment is the sheeress bug 
bear. Enormous, needless, mischievous 
taxation la the cause of the present pros 
wation of business. Our commerce and 
trade are so manacied and impeded by fool- 
ish and vexatious laws that they have no 
chance or development’ The only won- 
der ip that the condition of things is not 
much worse. Perhaps a teow more doce 
ot protection will open our eyes to the real 
character of this baleful system. It any- 
thing cen or will make ‘paupers of our 
laborers and mechanics thiptuijpwrornebing 
system will doit. We have nothing else 
to fear. Until the social, political, and 
material condition of our people has be 
come like unto the condition af the people 
of the older societies of Burope, pauperiam 
cannot become am American institution. 
If tree trade ever contributed to the in- 
crease of pauperism, history furnishes no 
record of the fact, while there are @ant- 
leas instances, past and present, of ue ten- 
dency of the prohibitery or restrictive sys- 
tem to produce that evil condition, and in 
the case of England it is notorious that 
the immediate cause of free trade was the 
prostrate and suffering state of the labor- 
ing classes brought about by anti-tree-trade 
regulations and laws.
